by tho timo that death comes round, 
and that ho should loavu no monument 
to mark tho possibilities of boncfioonco 
developed by such an accumulation of 
wealth. In liis coffin tho dead million- 
aire looks ns if ho would liavo'b'oon 
quite as well oil had ho retained only a 
few thousands for himself, and used the 
vast remainder to solace nflhction, to 
alleviate suffering, to ditlusc knowlcJgo, 
to elevate art, or in any way to mnko a 
specific contribution to tho welfare, 
or culture of thoso around him. 


This is tho sentimental view, and it 


has its origin deep in thu essential 
trails of human nature, it probably has 
umoh to commend it; but it may be 
doubted, after all, whether tho rule that 
made Astor and Stewart rich is not tho 
bettor rule, 
Tho m.in who gives with' 


out any expectation of return does well 
but on tho other hand, the man who 
only gives to others what they have 
earned, renders a service to humanity 
which should noil.her bo ignored no 
disparaged. 
Mr. Stowait's vast capita 


renewed itself every year nnd wont to 
support not only tho little army o 
salesmen, book keepers, buyers and por 
tors in his immense establishments, bu 
it fed the stream of commerce back to 
its vory sources. Ilia money did no 
go to furnish libraries for those wh 
ought to pay for their rcaling, nor to 
build colleges for fastidious devotees o 
culture, who arc not, however, too fas 
tidioua to got their culture withou 
paying for it; it did not offer to the 
thriftless nnd reckless exemption from 
tho result) of their waste and riot, bu 
it wont to pay honest wages to working 
men and women, to factory hands in 
this and other countries, to laoemakor 
in tho remote valleys of Switzerland o 
tho plains of Belgium, and to operative 
at Pall llivor, or Lowell, or Glonharx 
Falls. 


Put this use of money beside tho ro 


mnutio nnd 
sentimental 
proposition 


which would build colleges and urt mu 
scums, libraries, or even hospitals, an 
a healthy mind ought not to hesitate 
between them. The beet charity tha 
can bo done to tliosc who neeil it mos 
is to toaoh them indirectly 'that the., 
must oarnlthoir living, and this is a hare 
charity to tew but tho worthless. Th 
only use that money can hove ia nei 
thcr to pamper the luxuries of the rial 
nor to encourage tho improvidence 
tho poor, but to olTor a reward to labor 
a maintenance to self respect, an en 
couragcmont to honesty, nnd it is its 
most valuable function that, in doing 
thoso 
things hero 
mentioned, 


doos not waste or lessen itself, bu 
grows and increases to extend still fur 
(her its possibilities of usefulness. This 
is what Mr, Stewart did with his inon 
cy ; and, if ho had Lin row ird, that cir 
oumstaneo in no wise lessened tho val 
uc of tho services ho rendered to man 
kind in his long and prosperous ca- 
reer.
